The Church like many other Bible 
subjects, has been very lightly. treated 
and considered of not very much im- 
portance by many who claim to be 
close Bible students. 

The very fact, that the word church 
occurs in the\_ Bible and . especially 
since it was introduced.in the New 
Testament by our Saviour. Himself is 
sufficient reason for us to make a 
diligent search of the Bible to find 
out all we can about it. 

In the first place it is necesasry for 
us to find out who established it. We 
shall introduce this subject by refer- 
ring to Isa. 2:2, “And it shall come 
to pass in the last days, that the 
mountain of the Lord’s house shall be 
established in the top of the moun- 
tains, and shall be exalted above the 
hills; and all nations shall flow unto 
it. And many people shall go and 
say, Come ye, and let us go up to the 
mountain of the Lord, to the house of 
the God of Jacob; and he will teach 
us of his ways, and we will walk in 
his paths: for out of Zion shall go 
forth the law, and the word of the 
Lord from Jerusalem.” 


This prophecy was verified by the 
Apostle Peter at its fulfillment on the 
day of Pentecost when he (Peter) 
stood up and declared that the proph- 
et Joel had spoken that, “It shall 
come to pass in the last days, saith 
God, I will pour out of my Spirit upon 
all flesh: and your sons and your 
daughters shall prophesy, and your 
yuung men shall sce visions, and your 
men shall dream dreams,” Acts 2: 

Peter declared on this occasion 
that it was the beginning of the last 
days and that the outpourings of the 
Holy Ghost were the manifest token 
that it was the establishing of the 
mountain of the Lord’s house in the 
last days. Isaiah also declared, “He 
will teach us of his ways, and we 
will walk in his paths: for out of Zion 
shall go forth the law, and the word 
of the Lord from Jerusalem.” We 
must first learn His ways and then 
have boldness to walk in them. 


If the Church of God that were es- 
tablished about the day of Pentecost 
were the proper church for that day, 
it surely ought to be the one and the 
only one that should exist today. 

If the Church of God taught an 
practiced repentance, faith, confession, 
restitution, water baptism, sanctifi- 
cation, the baptism of the Holy Ghost 
with the evidence of speaking in 
tongues, feet washing, divine healing 
and tithing, we should do the same 
thing today and if we do not teach 
and practice what they taught and 
practiced we can in no wise be the 
Church of God. 


These men’ went out from Jerusa- 
lem just like Isaiah said they should 
do and taught people every where to 
repent and God wonderfully manifest- 
ed His power in confirming the Word 
with signs and wonders and divers 
miracles and gifts of the Holy Ghost 
according to His own will. Heb. 2: 
4. They taught men the principles 
of the doctrine of Jesus Christ and 
those who received and believed went 
forth and taught others the same 
things they- had heard and warned 
them to be careful lest at any time 
they should let them slip. Any doc- 
trine different from that which was 
taught .by Christ and His disciples 
has never been authorized or ap 
proved of by our Savior. 


People were taught to be clean, pure 
and holy as evidenced by the teach- 
ing of the New Testament and there 
is not one Scripture to the contrary. 
They also taught the people to trust 
in the Lord for healing and many mi- 
raculous healings were the evidence 
of God’s approval upon such a_ 4doc- 
trine. They taught the baptism of the 
Holy Ghost and, of course, the only 
evidence of such an experience is 
speaking with tongues. In fact, they 


‘were what might be considered the 


charter members of the Church 
God. 

The saints who lived after them 
and are members of the same Church 
they were members of have no more 
right to change the teaching as set 
forth by the charter members’ than 
those who join the _ fraternal or- 
ders of today have a right to change 
the principles set forth by their chart- 
er members. 

If there is a church in existence, 
and we are glad to know there is, 
it certainly should be built upon the 
foundation of the apostles and proph- 
ets with Jesus Christ as the chief 
corner stone. Eph. 2:20. 

Jesus declared, “Thou art Peter, and 
upon this rock,I will build my church; 
and the gates of hell shall not pre 
vail against it.” 

This one statement from our Lord, 
if there were no other in the Bible, 
would for ever kill the little weak the- 
ory .that all saved people are in the 
Church. When Jesus made this state- 
ment He was talki to people who 
were saved from their sins and in 
John 17, He prayed to the Father to 
sanctify them. These people were 
saved and we wquld do no violence to 
Scripture to say that they were sanc- 
tified, soon after this at least, because

| Jesus shed His blood for that purpose

The Lessons Grace Brings 


In order to obtain eternal life and 
bliss there are some lessons absolutely 
necessary for us to leafn. Our text 
mentions five: The first two are nega- 
tive and the remaining three,are pos- 
itive lessons. They are considered in 
two sections. : 


SECTION ONE, THE NEGATIVE 
LESSONS 


There is an element in our nature 
of selfishness which must be denied. 
Jesus said, “If any man _ will come 
after me, let him deny himself, and 
take up his cross, and follow me.” 
Selfishness is unlike God and must be 
denied if we are ever to be made the 
children of God. There can be no’sal- 
vation, not in its simplest form, with- 
out self denial. 


First, The Lesson of Ungodliness 


Webster defines ungodliness as fol- 
lows: ungod likeness; disobedience to 
God; wickedness; impiety;  sinful- 
ness; pollution by sin or wickedness. 
We. see from the definitions given 
above that the state of the heart and 
mind is contrary to the nature of the 
law of God. Paul says, “The carnal 
mind is enmity against God: for it is 
not subject to the law of God, neither 
indeed can be.” Another writer says, 
“The heart is deceitful above all 
things, and desperately wicked: who 
can know it?” We are to condemn 
ourselves and deny every worldly 
practice resulting from our fallen na- 
ture. 

The law of God is a schoolmaster 

condemning, whipping and killing us 
out ta ourselves and the world and 
bringing us to Christ. Through the 
law we have a knawledge of Christ 
for Jesus says, “These are they which 
testify of me.” 
In order to obtain. salvation we 
must deny not only the ungodly prac- 
tice of sin but our very nature that is 
erying out after the things the law of 
God forbids. 


Second, the Lesson. of Worldly Lust 


Lust in a bad sense is licentious

James says, “Every man is tempt- 
ed, when he is drawn away of his 
own lust, and enticed. Then when 
lust hath eoynceived, it bringeth forth 
sin: and sin, when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death.” The same writ- 
er said, ‘“‘Whosoever therefore will be 
a friend of the world is the enemy 


ation from Worldly, associates and all 
worldly institutions and oath bound 
societies. How can two walk together 
except they be agreed? “What com- 
munion hath light with darkness? 
And what concord hath Christ with 
Belial? or what part hath he that be 
lieveth with an infidel?” . “Love not 
the world, neither the things that are 
in the world. If any man ove the 
world, the love of the Father is not 
in him.” Then to.make his meaning 
clear he definessthe love of the world 
as follows, “For all that is in the 
world the lust of the flesh; and the 
lust of the eyes, and the pride of life, 
is not of the Father, but is of the 
world. And the ‘world passeth away, 
and the lust thereof: but he that do 
eth the will of God abideth for ever.” 


A TRIO OF EVILS

First, the reports of committees 
were taken up.
